panels being unitary produced as a single piece together with the board, wherein said first 
and second reflective panels are superposed vertically in alternancCi thereby defining 
together reliefs substantially in the form of crests, 

the first panels ar e adapt e d to accommodate said articl e s wherein each first reflective 
panel is inclined downward and forward and includes a plurality of recesses in which the 
articles are designed to be arranged, and 

at l e ast on e of th e second panels wherein each second reflective panel is arranged 
opposite one of the first panels has a reflectiv e surfac e and is facing slantwise forward 
and downward^ such that a person facing the board can observe only a top portion of said 
articles, either directly, beside an image of said person reflected without obstacle on the 
first reflective panel, or indirecflyi by reflection of said top portion of said articles on m 
the second panel placed opposite said first panel , beside an image of said person reflected 
without obstacle on the second reflective panel .
